the date was twenty years later than either of our crosses which may account for the 
lighter color metal, still I would want to know more about it before I would take it 
for an original. 

fe secured a Davis Guard medal a short time ago, it is in rather bum condition, 
but it is one of the things that is a great find in any condition, I sot it froma 
wan in Texas who is well up in the United Confederate Veterans, [ also got much 
information from the same party. 

We have made a number of additions to our insignia coilection lately, also added 
quite a number of foreign decorations and war medals, I am anxious ter you to see the 
collections as now arranged.
